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LP called ‘* Cole Porter in a ‘Modern Mood ” 
(London H-APB1040). This playing moves in 
jerks with a bass filling in. There is a short 
passage where the bass player, Sam Gill, uses 
the bow at the end of Night and Day. This is a 
record only for those who enjoy the style and 
therefore should be heard first. I put it up at 
the top here for interest if not for enjoyment. 

Now for a welcome revival. I do not know 
the current price for Gertrude Lawrence 
records, but they have been rising steadily on 
the market. A new issue will doubtless cause a 
slight drop. ‘‘ Noél and Gertie”? is the title 
of H.M.V. CLP1050. This revives a number 
of old best sellers. Here is the famous scene 
from “‘ Private Lives’’ (“ very flat, Norfolk ’’, 
and all that), as well as the scene from “Shadow 
Play” containing You were there and Play, 
Orchestra, Play, and a comparative rarity in the 
scene from “‘ Red Peppers”, containing the 
back-stage back-chat between an_ old-time 
married music-hall act, ending with their call 
and opening music. All this is on one side, and 
the reverse is occupied by Noél Coward 
singing a number of his songs. He is joined by 
Yvonne Printemps for I'll follow my secret 
heart. The others are Zigeuner, Mrs. Worthington, 
Half-caste Woman, Parisian Pierrot, I'll see you 
again and Mad dogs and Englishmen. A good 
harvest, but there is much more yet to be done 
if we are to be given the whole canon on LP. 
And, of course, sometime, somewhere we have 
to find Mr. Coward’s successor. Your guess is 
as good as mine, but it is a little extraordinary 
that Max Adrian is still unrecorded. 


To be topical—Guy Mitchell has moved 
into the Palladium as Rosemary Clooney has 
moved out. If and when Drury Lane and the 
Palladium go native the Ministry of Works will 
really have to decorate the town. Anyway, Mr. 
Mitchell breaks away from microphonic baby 
talk to do the vocal for a first class tune called 
Too Late. This is a swing number, probably to 
be dismissed as corn, but it moves and the singer 
more than keeps up with it (Philips PB487). 
Miss Clooney does well with Learnin’ the Blues. 
A lot of people are doing this just now, but she 
is as persuasive a pupil as any (Philips PB493). 


Do not overlook Johnny Brandon on 
Polygon P1174. Neither Love and kisses’ nor 
Anyone can be a millionaire are any great shakes, 
but Mr. Brandon sings them pleasantly without 
affectation, and once again the level of recording 
is natural. Polygon have on the whole resisted 
the ghastly distortion of the human voice that 
is so prevalent these days and deserve a good 
mark for it. A microphone is meant to repro- 
duce natural sounds and not inflate them or 
make them sound what they aren’t. Now that 
it is exceptional even to have the lessons in 
church read without their aid I suppose it is 
useless to plead for their abandonment from 
our stages, but until that happens (and it can 
happen and have a healthy reaction on the box- 
office ; the Twinkle company has survived a 
quarter of a century without them and still 
plays to capacity) we must expect popular art 
to be debased. For long Polygon has been 
almost exclusively associated with the name of 
Petula Clark, whose new record How are 
things with you and Tuna Puna Trinidad is on 
P1179, but this label is now part of the Pye 
interests and promises an expanding repertory, 
both “serious”? and “light”. This column 
wishes it well. The field is wide open, and the 
talent is still there, even if it is now only a 
juvenile lead at the end of the pier. But it may 
not be there much longer. Last year, so Mr. 
Jack Payne tells us, no less than 62 theatres 
closed in this country. I know that every 
revicwer on this journal would say that the 
record industry could not last five minutes 
without opera houses and concert halls, and 
without music halls this column could not exist. 
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Reverting for a moment to Petula Clark. 
The label of her Tuna Puna Trinidad includes 
the words “ featuring Theo Stevens on Ping 
Pong’’. We all remember the yoofus and 
Adrian Rollini’s hot fountain pen, but a ping 
pong is a new one on me, and the accompani- 
ment to the song gives nothing away. Was it 
not George Robey who once referred to Anna 
May Wong playing ping pong with King Kong 
in Hong Kong ? But perhaps that was some- 
thing different. 

Two new labels this month. Delysé, formerly 
almost Welsh Nationalist, enters the dance 
field with Tim Clayton and his Quaglino 
Quintet. This is good and different to other 
strict tempo records. It has the right atmosphere 
and is not without interest in itself (EJ3177). 
And Beltona, a label which is still Scottish 
Nationalist. Many collectors must treasure old 
Beltona records of Hebridean songs. Now on 
three EPs they challenge Jimmy Shand in a set 
of dances. The recording is good, and a novel 
feature is the inclusion of a trumpet to vary the 
fiddling. The band is Jim Cameron’s 
(SEP33/35). More Scottish dance music comes 
from Bobby McLeod on the Philips Scottish 
label (YByg506/7 and 9509). In the same series 
Kirk Stevens sings Bonnie Gallowa’ and Scotland 
the Brave on YBg510.

The Dutch have always been devotees of jazz 
and The Dutch Swing College Band is well 
known, though new to this column. Any record 
of When the saints go marching in must obviously 
be heard and this one covering two sides should 
not disappoint (Philips PB470). A new 

brose is also an experience. Slide Rule, 
heard only on an advance pressing without 
credits, sounds like a Sid Phillips score and is 
reminiscent of The Penguin. Those with Ambrose 
collections of the great days ought to hear this 
and not be put off by the disastrous opening, 
which is just like any old “‘ rhythm and blues ”’. 
The reverse is a pleasant enough Tango 
Capriccioso (M.G.M. 3071—on special order 
only). ‘* Hollywood’s Dance Date No. 1 ”’ has 
something for most fans. This is an interesting 
collection of stars and a good idea for LP. 
Represented here are Paul Weston (with 
Doris Day to sing), Erroll Garner, Harry 
James (with an unusual percussion player 
indulging in soft and ethereal effects), Woody 
Herman, Duke Ellington and Les Brown. 
This is good value for money and a varied 
assortment (Philips BBR8045). “‘ Glenn Miller 
Concert, Vol. 4” is on H.M.V. DLP1081. 
Glenn Miller, like Fats Waller, continues to 
provide a fabulous posthumous series. The new 
record is notable for his Anvil Chorus based on 
Verdi, and also includes Danny Boy (Oh!) and 
Johnson Rag (Ah!). The last named was one of 
the best of the rags and strangely neglected. 
Arthur Young used to have a good record of it. 
Paul Weston also has a good 78 record for 
Philips (PB461). Cuban Love Song and Adtos 
are what you would expect from the titles, but 
they are well done. The Sauter-Finegan 
Orchestra, on the other hand, is always 
unusual. Don’t be angry is exotic and fierce ; 
Why do I is much quieter and really more 
interesting (H.M.V. B1o8g0). 

Among the 45s there is Victor Young play- 
ing The world is mine and Cherry Pink affably 
enough on Bruns. 05448*, Stanley Black in a 
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train novelty called Back Track (Decca F10556*), 
Cyril Stapleton in a mainly vocal Blue Star 
and a tune called Honey Babe, best described as 
** American martial’? (Decca F10559*), and 
Ray Anthony playing a nice trumpet in 
Learnin’ the Blues on Capitol CL14321*. Sonny 
Farrar and his banjo with the Stargazers 
have some fun—and so should you—in J love 
you a mountain and At the steamboat river ball on 
Decca F10569*. Percy Faith’s Fiddling Bull- 
fighier is a kind of Hora Staccato piece, backed by 
a vocal Not as a stranger (Philips PB485), and 
there is an astonishing record from George 
Liberace. Pizzicato Waltz reminds me of a 
mixture of Miss Ventura’s “ jazzabell’’ and 
Le Canari, while Madalena is inexplicable. I 
cannot imagine for whom this is aimed (Philips 
PB484). Another Canary-like piece is the 
Aigeuner Polka of Tibor Kunstler on M.G.M. 
3070 (special order only). This is a brilliant 
piece of gipsy fiddling, and the record is also of 
interest since the back revives Gloomy Sunday. 
This is quite a good melody, but the old Artie 
Shaw record had a lyric all about suicide with, 
I believe, an unfortunate result. At any rate I 
cannot recall another recording, and the lyric 
has vanished, the tune returning to its Central 
European setting. 

Frank Chacksfield has a charming piece 
called Song of the Trees on Decca F10553*, 
backed by A kid for two farthings, and The 
Ferko String Band play an_ uproarious 
Alabama Jubilee with Sing a litile melody on 
London HL8140*. There is also a Chacksfield 
EP on Decca DFE6257. This has pleasant per- 
formances of Santa Lucia, Serenade in the night, 
The echo told me a lie and Catari, Catari. The same 
goes for Mantovani in some Romberg pieces 
on DFE6265. Those who react favourably to 
the assorted vocals that make up most of 
Enoch Light’s records for Nixa should note 
the addition of three EPs. These are EP225, 
227, and 228. The tunes go back to A blossom 
fell, and include Unchained Melody and The 
breeze and I. 

Polygon contribute a piece of gramophone 
history, namely a record made in a B.B.C. 
studio by those present. Apparently no such 
record has previously been made thus and 
subsequently issued commercially. This is of 
what in less sophisticated days we called a sing- 
song round Joe Henderson’s piano. Among 
those present and presumably singing are 
Petula Clark, Jack Payne and Stanley 
Holloway, though no individual voice is 
recognised, at least not by me. Called “ Sing 
it again with Joe”’, here are some more old- 
timers, including the delightful Shine on harvest 
moon (P1184). 

The Fela Sowande Rhythm Group have 
made “Quiet Rhythm, Vol. 4”’ under the 
generic title “‘ Moonlight and Roses”, a 
collection of Moon songs which will presumably 
reach us again on EP. This is a ten-inch LP 
(Decca LF1222). “‘ Isn’t it romantic ?’’ is the 
title of an LP by Ray Martin, which is a bit 
loud, but will obviously have a public, as will 
Eddie Calvert for his LP called “ Easy to 
Love’, a collection of love songs, on Col. 
3351071. “‘ Everybody loves Mambo” says 
Philips LP BBR8067. Everybody ? Anyway 
let mambo go out with a bang with a variety of 
bands, which include those of Xavier Cugat, 
who has survived worse crazes and is always 
ready to adapt himself to any Latin-American 
fal-lal, and Pete Rugolo, who has a special 
following of his own. The last title of this 
collection is ominous— Mango ! 

Les Paul and Mary Ford do it all again on 
a further LP. “‘ Les and Mary” are this time 
on Capitol LC6704. This is fun in the quick 
numbers and Mary Ford sings Some of these days 
phrasing those actual words in a way that 
would make Sophie Tucker sit up even if she 
didn’t take notice. It makes a change anyway. 
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Then * Dancing to the Victor Silvester 
Orchestras’ presents Victor Silvester in a 
varied programme (Col. LP 3381074). It is 
21 years since Mr. Silvester made his first 
record. There cannot be a Youth Club in the 
country that does not bless his name. Jolly good 
show, sir. My last LP is of Lenny Dee. The 
rhyme is not intentional nor I hope is his title 
** Dee-lightful ’’ (copy to Frances Day!). The 
sub-title reads ‘‘ Hi-Fi Organ Solos with a 
Beat ’’. I thought Mr. Dee’s 45 was entertaining 
last month but a 12-inch LP is another matter. 
If you liked the sample and want to place an 
order here it is on Bruns. LAT8072. 

The Mills Brothers are now just a good 
harmony act, for an accompanying orchestra 
has become a rule. Bruns. 05452* is a good 
example of their current performance ; Yes you 
are and You're nobody till somebody loves you. ‘Two 
origina! songs are done by The Four Esquires. 
These are The Sphinx won't tell and Three things 
(London HL8152*). Untied is a song of 
independence a kind of bop J ¢éravel the road 
sung by Tommy Leonetti on Capitol 
CL14272* Vera Lynn has a medley of hits 
on Decca F10561* and Carnel Quinn com- 
bines Irish with yodelling in The Whistling Gipsy 
and Doonaree on Philips PB474. 

Morton Fraser and his Harmonica Gang 
play The man I love and a Gershwin medley on 
H.M.V. JO442 (special order only). This is 
good fun but is very different from Larry 
Adler’s mouth organ playing on Col. DC599 
(special order only). This is not only brilliant 
in itself but the whole conception of the record 
shows infinite care. The accompaniments are 
exquisite and Le Rififi includes a lovely trom- 
bone solo. The companion piece is La Soupe a 
la Grimace. This is another example of style and 
particularly interesting in view of the instrument 
involved. 

Jane Morgan reveals a personality in The 
heart you break on London HL8148*. She is 
worth better mateiial. “‘She dropped her 
glasses into the molasses’ sings Gary Crosby 
in Mississippi Pecan Pie on Bruns. 05446* but 
for this gem of a couplet you must also have 
Ayuh Ayuh. “* Why should I put up a tussle ; 
tied right by my side was Jane Russell ”’ sings 
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Bob Manning in What ¢ wonderful way to die a 
necrophilic ecstacy on Capitol CL14318*, while 
The Taylor Maids sing Po-Go Stick, a fad of 
the twenties on CL14322*. This is, in fact a 
jive number with girls singing “ rock’’ pro- 
nounced “ raack’’ which some people not 
unreasonably find extremely distasteful. There 
are two action songs by Eydie Gorme and 
Steve Lawrence on Vogue Q72085*. These 
are called Take a deep breath and Besame Mucho. 
Andy Griffith repeats his Make yourself 
comfortable and Ko Ko Mo on an EP (Capitol 
EAP630). These you will remember are spoof 
versions with audience reaction; the reverse 
contains an account of the “ Swan Lake” 
ballet but do not expect another Bernard Miles. 
This might raise a smile among the innocent ; 
it arouses hoots of mirth among the studio 
audience which is inevitable when foreign 
words are mispronounced just for the Hell of it. 
Lastly there is Jimmy Durante in When the 
circus comes to town, which can be imagined, and 
It’s bigger than both of us, which can’t, on Bruns. 
05445*. The latter is a sentimental number, 
and the accompanying band is directed by Roy 
Bargy, for years Paul Whiteman’s pianist. 


Late Arrivals 

The following H.M.V. DLP numbers should 
be noted. These are all 10-inch LPs. Fats 
Waller (1082) has a collection for those who 
react to his singing and foolery. The supporting 
band is good when given a chance, but there is 
really nothing here for admirers of this artist’s 
pianism. George Melachrino (1090) offers a 
collection of tunes with girls’ names—Rosalie, 
Sweet Sue, which in spite of its title was never a 
sweet number and demands swing treatment, 
Louise and others. Very efficient and well 
recorded. Eartha Kitt (1087) includes The 
Heel, but not much else of interest except for 
those who like almost anything sung in the 
off-shoulder manner. Joe Loss (1085) brings 
together some recent strict tempo records. A 
well chosen programme, which, together with 
the Silvester listed above, will provide a pleasant 
evening for home dancers. Lastly, Jimmy 
Shand sends an LP of Scottish dance music on 
Parlo. PMD1029. 





CONTINENTAL RECORDS 


By LILIAN DUFF 


The most interesting of the new records for 
me is Gelsomina, with La Strada on the other side 
(Parlo. DPP26). La Strada is the melody from 
Federico Fellini’s strange and haunting film 
about gypsy-like entertainers who move about 
Calabria by motor-cycle and home-made 
trailer, live miserably, eat when they can and 
perform for ha’pence in dusty village fa‘r- 
grounds. The title tune is frankly commonplace, 
and I shouldn’t be recommending the record if 
it weren't for the piece on the other side. 
Gelsomina is the name of the simple, queer and 
infinitely touching little heroine—a pathetic, 
clown-like waif deriving perhaps equally from 
the Commedia dell’Arte and the early Chaplin. 
It may be that I am letting myself be influenced 
by associations rather than music: no one who 
has seen the film can divorce the tune from that 
smiling, poignant mask. But I hope even those 
who don’t see the film. due in London shortly, 
will find it strange and memorable. Perhaps I 


should add that though the film is Italian it has 
had such a success in France that French words 
have been written for both themes. 
Delyle is the singer. 

Two more songs from films are Complainte de la 
Butte, from “French Can-Can’’, and Quel Bonheur 
d’ Aimer, from the new version of Stendhal’s 


Lucitenne 





** Le Rouge et le Noir’ (Parlo. DPP29). Both 
are sung by André Claveau. Since I usually 
like his work I was a little surprised to find 
myself still preferring Cora Vaucaire’s version 
of Complainte de la Butte, reviewed last month. 
Quel Bonheur d’Aimer is neither period nor 
modern—in fact not much of anything. 

Georges Ulmer can generally be relied on 
to look at love with an astringent touch of 
humour. Sur ma Guitare (Col. DCF 146) is good 
value with a neat little twist at the end. The 
other side, Mambo Italiano, is in a style that 
doesn’t really suit him. 

Two songs already well known in English 
turn up as Laisse-moi (Parlo. DPP25) which I 
think is a slight improvement on “ Let me go. 
lover’ and’ Tweedlez Dee, which seems to call 
for resourceful translation or (as in this case) 
none. JLaisse-moi is rather spoiled by the ful! 
heavenly choir treatment, but the quieter 
passages are pleasant. Tweedlee Dee is foolish and 
gay enough in either language. The attractive 
singer is Line Renaud ; the French words are 
by her husband, Louis Gasté. 

If you like Latin-Americana let me recom- 
mend La Burrita de Petares and-Mama, El Baion 
(Col. MC3447) played by “ Franco EI Gs ”’. 
The words are probably neither better nor 
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worse than average; the rhythms—gay and 
infectious and even (if you have a weakness that 
way) intoxicating—almost justify gigolos. 
Fernando Mendeiras, in his version of one 
of the same tunes (Parlo. DPQ8o0) achieves 
something I should hardly have thought 
possible—he makes Mama, El Baion sound duil. 


Dull, too, or dullish, is a collection from 
favourite operettas by Lehar, Kalman and 
Kunnecke. The whole treatment of Operetia 
Favourites (Col. DC698) seems to me mistaken. 
The pieces are all played by The Hodlars 
Accordeon Duo, accompanied by Eddy 
Christiani’s Rhythm Group. Between them, 
they take melodies that every middle- or low- 
brow knows and likes, and reduce them to a 
stodgy uniformity. No charm, no grace, no 
wings—just a nice jog-trot through the Vienna 
Woods. 





H.M.V. DELETIONS, 1956 


The H.M.V. list has reached us before the 
other E.M.I. makes this year, so we are publish- 
ing it separately. As last year, all deletions take 
effect at the same time ; all records mentioned 
will cease to be available from the factory after 


January 31st, 1956. 

There is really little comment to offer on this 
list ; nowadays, there is not much point in 
picking out special plums from the orchestral 
lists, though again we would like to mention 
that, the day of “fill-ups’’ having passed, 
certain short items may not turn up again, 
even in 45 form, for quite a time. This applies 
with even more force to a few instrumental 
items, of which the most unlikely to recur are 
perhaps the small Sibelius pieces. The Buxtehude 
Cantata is delightful, and there are a few items 
among the vocal discs which collectors would 
do well to secure. But after last year’s deluge 
there was really not a lot left to delete, and 
perhaps we may hope that this year will set a 
reasonable standard for the future and that we 
may be spared another such experience—at 
least until 78s disappear altogether from the 
classical field.

This is the band Tadd Dameron had in 
Atlantic City in 1953. Clifford Brown and Gigi 
Gryce were members of it and it was the result 
of hearing them in it that Lionel Hampton 
engaged them for his 1953 European tour 
orchestra. 

The precedence given to Brown in the 
labelling of this English release (he wasn’t 
mentioned on the American pressing) is 
obviously due to his being better known to us 
through the many records featuring him that 
we have had lately. And on the whole he 
deserves the honour, especially for his work in 
Theme. He plays rich, flowing phrases with a 
bold, clear tone that is all his own. 

Not that that says anything against the actual 
leader of the group. Tadley Ewing Dameron 
(born Cleveland, Ohio, in 1917) first came to 
notice in the late 1940’s bop era, not only as a 
pianist, but also a composer. He wrote Soulphony 
for Dizzy Gillespie at one of his Carnegie Hall 
concerts, and the well-known Gillespie record 
items Good Bait, Our Delight; Hot House, Stay On 
It, Cool Breeze, etc. A certain instability of 
temperament has held him in the background 
during recent years, but at his best he was a not 
unimportant luminary of, and even, one might 
say, influence on, modern jazz. His tuneful 
Theme is one of his more melodious compositions, 
and lets us here some of his better piano playing. 

Philly 7. F., named after Philadelphia-born 
drummer Joe Jones (not to be confused with 
Count Basie’s drummer, Jo Jones) is _ less 
pleasing. It has good solo spots by Brown and 
tenorist Benny Golson (also from Philadelphia), 
but is mainly a showcase for Jones, who, 
although a sprightly, swinging percussionist, 
becomes, like so many drummers when they are 
let loose on records, too much of a good ove

The only difference between it and most other 
Brubeck records we have had recently is that 
occasionally we hear the applause of the 
audience and that for some reason or other the 
items are undivided by any visable separating 
groove and one has to delve about the whole 
side if one wants to pick out any particular 
number. The words “‘ only difference between 
it and other Brubeck records ”’ of course bring 
up the question : what about the Quartet’s other 
records ? I admit it’s a question I have never 
even attempted to answer fully, because once 
you try to describe Brubeck you find yourself 
involved in writing a book, and I’ve never had 
space to indulge such an ambition in this 
column. So suffice to say that the Brubeck 
Quartet remains the mental stimulus for all 
modern jazz devotees with the musical know- 
ledge and sufficiently enlightened outlook to 
appreciate it, and the despair and confusion of 
most others. If you want to know more, may I 
commend you to George Avakian’s sleeve note 
(after making allowances for the fact that it is 
of course publicity material) or better still to 
Steve Race’s brilliant appraisal of Brubeck in 
the *‘ Melody Maker” for March rath last, 
which I mentioned in my review last May of 
other Brubeck LPs on Vogue LDE114 and 
Philips BBL7018.

My comments on Dave Brubeck apply here, 
at any rate to the extent that Teddy Charles 
carries his experiments in (as he rightly calls 
them) “new directions’? as far as Brubeck 
does, or in some ways even further. At times he 
even discards tempo to take his inspiration from 
the modern “ classical’’ school. Moreover, 
even when he conforms to the jazz measure, 
thereby giving his music a greater semblance to 
jazz, his ideas on melody, harmony and all else 
that goes to make up composition, are what is 


generally (and perhaps best) described as 
** advanced ”’. 

Still, as with Brubeck, if you can appreciate 
the kind of thing, you will find Mr. (to give hin 
his real name) Theodore Cohen not only a 
skilful instrumentalist, but also (following his 
recent studies with Hall Overton) an imagin. 
ative and ingenious writer. His extension of 
Dizzy Gillespie’s Night In Tunisia theme js 
certainly provocative and deserves intelligent 
listening, even if it is difficult to decide from it 
exactly which way the directions are heading,

An endeavour to resuscitate the early Basie 
mode, and, although Buck Clayton is the only 
member of the combination who ever played 
with the Count, on the whole a most comment¢- 
able one. Clayton’s tunes and Alix Combelle’s 
arrangements of them are definitely in the Basie 
manner, and the Combelle band plays witha 
swinging drive that should shame many of our big 
groups. It is astonishing how one good coloured 
artist seems able to inspire white musicians. 

The solos are confined to Clayton, Combelle, 
and pianist Jean-Claude Pelletier. Combelle 
seems to have been inspired more by Coleman 
Hawkins than by Lester Young, who was 
Basie’s tenorist during the Basie period repre- 
sented here. But he shows up as perhaps one of 
the most underrated Continental jazz men. 
Pelletier manages to achieve a good resemblance 
to Basie. 

All in all this record is a much more sincere 
and faithful recreation of the Basie tradition 
than the “Shorty (Rogers) Courts The 
Count ” H.M.V. LP CLP1041 reviewed last

That this LP is entitled ‘‘ Benny Goodman 
Presents Eddie Sauter Arrangements ”’ suggests 
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that there was something specially worth while 
about Mr. Sauter’s writing. And indeed there 
was at the time (1940/1942) he penned these 
scores. But to-day they sound, for all their 
musicianliness, rather old-fashioned and un- 
eventful, and none the less so because most of 
the items come in the category of standard 
ballads which Eddie Sauter was required to 
treat as such, and because the performances of 
them are all by (and typical of) the Goodman 
orchestra of the period. 











However the record does give Goodman 
collectors the opportunity of acquiring some of 
his recordings never previously issued even in 
the States and of hearing some of the earlier 
work of a singer who to-day is one of the most 
accomplished and charming of all white 
vocalists—Peggy Lee. E. J.

Pink Lady, an attractive theme by Bengt 
Hallberg, has some very nice solo work by him 
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and the usual immaculate contributions from 
Lars Gullin, Arne Domnerus and Ake Persson, 
and its lack of spirit must I suppose be accepted 
on the grounds that it is a slow melody given 
an intentionally “ cool” treatment. 
Nevertheless, while admiring the musician- 
ship of these Swedish modernists, I am beginning 
to find their records too patterned and polite— 
a remark which goes equally for Mr. Hallberg 
and his cohorts’ Limehouse Blues. That this seems 
to have a little more spirit is really due only to 
the rather faster tempo and the fact that it is 
less modern in conception—indeed rather like a 
1930’s salon jam session, if ever they had such 
things in those days. It seems about time that 
the Swedes managed to get a little more life 
into their performances. ‘“‘ Cool’’ music no 
longer means music that doesn’t swing. E.J.

_I had to comment on the roughness of this 
group when reviewing, last June, the 78 issue 
of May Ray and Orient Line. Monsoon and Jordu, 
from the same session, which are now added 
on this latesr-issued EP, provide no cause for 
retracting the criticism.

Actually a Henri Renaud date, this, but put 
out under Roy Haynes’s name because he, 
together with bassist Joe Benjamin, happened 
to be in Paris at the time (as part of Sarah 
Vaughan’s accompanying group) and Monsieur 
Renaud took advantage of the fact to put them 
on the session. 

The record is also interesting for the fact 
that it introduces, for the first time on any 
record, Barney Wilen, a seventeen-year-old, 
Nice (France)-born tenor saxist. Mike Butcher, 
who has heard Wilen in the flesh, says in his 
sleeve note says that he was not at his best because 
this first session with leading American and 
French musicians was naturally something of 
an ordeal for him, but that despite his “ awk- 
ward moments and occasional cliches”? one 
can realise that “ he has many things to say.’” 
Which seems to be a very fair statement. 

Butcher also states that the record brings to 
us the work of a new arranger, Christian 
Chevalier, though apart from the fact the three 
tunes he contributes show that he can write 
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adequate melodies, we don’t get much chance 
to judge him. You can’t do much in the way 
of arranging for just two front-line instruments 
and a rhythm section, and Chevalier does not 
seem even to have attempted the task. 

What we get is the usual small modern 
group improvisation, with Haynes and Ben- 
jamin revealing themselves as good musicians, 
but nobody producing anything very outstand- 
ing. E.J.

Woody Herman gives a whole lot of advice on 
the subject, gained, one gathers, from a not 
inconsiderable experience of the subject. I 
don’t know that I would care to recommend the 
advice, but Mr. Herman seems to get plenty of 
fun out of giving it, and you should get at least 
as much on receiving it. Then if things go 
wrong . . . Well, you find an excuse in the 
irrepressible Woody’s sermon on the other side. 

It marks him as being a much better vocalist 
than many of us have hitherto given him credit 
for being.

The stars of the record are, 
however, bassist Percy Heath and drummer 
Art Blakey. As well as making a grand rhythm 
duo behind Hope, they provide short, but 
notable, solo spots. 

The other two members of the Quintet are 
more conspicuous for the quantity of what 
they do than the quality of it. Both seem to 
have a lot to say, but when you come to analyse 
it, it doesn’t amount to very much.

Book Review 


JAZZ ON LPs* 


Following their Jazz On 78's booklet, Decca 
have enterprisingly published a companion 
volume on the wealth of fine jazz of all types 
available on all their five labels—Decca, 
Brunswick, Capitol, Felsted and London. The 
book is arranged alphabetically under artists, 
in good, clear, modern print, and the facts and 
figures given are in greater detail and more 
accurate than anything of this kind I have ever 
encountered. 

I haven’t gone through it with a fine tooth- 
comb and a magnifying glass, but I have read 
each set of notes given with the artist’s records, 
and I found only one tiny error—that Wang- 
Wang Blues was the first tune Paul Whiteman 
ever recorded, in 1921. (It was the third title 
made at his first session, on August 23rd, 1920, 
to be exact.) 

When you consider tow scant has been the 
attention paid to jazz by major firms in the past, 
though, the fact that this book has appeared at 
all is one miracle, and that it should be so handy, 
readable and, above all, accurate is another. 
A good investment indeed; other record 
companies, please copy !

Tenorist 
Corky Corcoran, though not what one would 
to-day call unduly imaginative, plays with a 
nice lyrical sense and impeccable musicianship, 
and Charlie Shavers, in a shoit break into 
Corcoran’s domain, gives indications that he 
might be about to give one of his best perform- 
ances. Slam Stewart does his usual bowed-bass- 
cum-voice act, but at the slow tempo it is 
merely boring. He ought to have been reserved 
for the faster tempo into which the performance 
goes towards the end of the first side, but instead 
we get other people, and tney are not all too 
pleasing. It is not that anyone (except to 
some extent Shavers) goes wild in an endeavour 
to titviate the (judging from its reactions) as 
usual adolescent audience. But, although he 
swings out drivingly, Willie Smith puts on that 
nasty, edgy tone we have come to associate 
with r. and b. merchants ; Barney Kessel and 
Tommy Todd are only medium ; and we have 
to put up with a long drum solo from Jackie 
Mills which, while it may have been superficially 
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exciting in the prevailing setting and con- 
ditions, is merely a noisy waste of time when 
heard in the quiet of one’s home.

Teddi King is the Boston-born girl who for a 
time sang with George Shearing. She was 
featured in his July, 1952, recording of Low, 
Your Magic Spell Is Broken, issued here on M.G.M. 
606 in the spring of 1953. 

Shearing’s report to me was: “She's a 
really amazing musician, and one with a lot of 
poise”. I believe it more than ever after hear- 
ing this LP, her first to be put out here. She 
has her faults: e.g., a tendency to cut short 
the last words of phrases in fast numbers (note 
I Saw Stars) and a slightly too noticeable 
‘come hither”? manner. But for the most part 
her technique is superb. Her intonation 1s 
irreproachable ; she has a clear, young voice: 
she controls and uses her vibrato well ; and her 
style, though at the moment most suited to 
popular ballads, already has nearly evervthing 
necessary to make her a jazz singer of the Sarah 
Vaughan or even Ella Fitzgerald calibre. 

Despite the scarcity of up tempo numbers, 
her choice of songs here is most pleasurable, 
and the well-nigh perfect accompaniment she 
gets from her supporting cast, which includes 
Ruby Braff’s sensitive and for Miss King Just 
about ideal, trumpet, in no way detract from 
the enjoyment. Recording is first-rate. E.J.

‘The reverse 
is taken at a faster tempo, with Harriott using a 
quote from Blues In The Night at the beginning 
and end of the record. Kinsey is subdued until 
his solo, when he thumps away mightily with 
little apparent object in mind.

Typical jam session performances, and like 
almost all such efforts tending to be in the 
nature of curates’ eggs. 

Chief interest lies in the work of the very 
underrated Leon “ Chu” Berry. Berry, who 
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died in 1941, at the early age of thirty-one, after 
first came into prominence with Fletcher 
Henderson’s band. One of the first here to 
realise his worth was Spike Hughes, who used 
him for his American recordings in 1935. In 
fact it was in the ’thirties that Berry reached 
his prime, being considered Coleman Hawkins’s 
greatest .rival. He lacked Hawkins’s lyrical 
genius, but had a fine attack and was a fluent 
improviser. For the last three years of his life 
he was with the Cab Calloway orchestra. 

Of less merit is Roy Eldridge, who, although 
in a way exciting, gets extremely wild in the 
two non-vocal items. Nevertheless these are 
better than the vocal items, in which Helen 
Ward, who at the time was Benny Goodman’s 
regular singer, shows up as only a very mediocre 
performer. E. J.

Jimmie Lunceford, who died in 1947, led one 
of the greatest bands of the swing period, and 
this record is a welcome reminder of the fact 
now that so few Lunceford sides are left in 
catalogues. The selection of items could have 
been bettered, for the exhibitionistic White Heat, 
the novelty Shoemaker’s Holiday and the 
“straightish ” Prelude No. 7 are not amongst 
the band’s better efforts. On the whole, though, 
there are enough really outstanding tracks to 
make this a thoroughly worth while release. 

The strength of the Lunceford band lay in its 
superb soloists (even singer Dan 
Grissom was an accomplished alto section man, 
and actually solos after the vocal by Trummy 
Young on Lonesome Road) and the brilliant 
arrangements of Sy Oliver and others. It was 
frankly a show band, and its following amongst 
the Negro population probably exceeded that 
of any other group of its kind. It was also 
musicaliy advanced and comes over well after 
the lapse of fifteen years since the making of 
Most of these tracks. Many attempts have been 
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made to recreate the sound of this band since 
its break-up, but none has been successful. 

Cheatin? On Me and Ain’t She Sweet feature the 
famous Lunceford vocal trio, and at the type of 
thing they have never been equalled. ° Tain’t 
What You Do is a typical gay swinging affair, 
with an unaffected vocal by Trummy Young 
and a superb drum interlude by James Craw- 
ford, surely one of the finest big band drummers 
in jazz ? Baby, Won’t You Please is a feature for 
the breathless singing of Joe Thomas, and also 
has some fine swinging tenor by him. Uptown 
Blues is a simple theme on which trumpeter 
Snooky Young and alto player Willie Smith 
improvise brilliantly. As Ted Buckner plays 
the introduction to Ain’t She Sweet, one can hear 
all the three of the Lunceford alto players on 
this release. 

Throughout the disc, the beautiful, easy 
swing and humour of this fine band are in 
evidence. Indeed, were it not for the three 
sides mentioned earlier, this LP would have 
earned from me a very well merited five stars.

I suppose one day this may be a collectors’ 
piece ; it is a genuine example of carly pseudo- 
revivalism. I don’t like baritone or bass saxes 
in small groups of this sort when there is already 
a good bass present ; th-y overload the rhythm 
and tend to bog it down ; but the front-line 
plays in each case with more conviction and 
more cleanly than those of many other so-called 
Dixieland groups, even if it does nothing 
spectacularly different. Teagarden and O’Brien 
are reliable trombonists, and while Fatool’s 
drumming is inclined to noisy anachronism, 
there are many worse discs of this type and era. 
The choice of numbers is quite commendably 
original. O.K.

The Scots girl who married well-known 
American jazz trumpet player Jimmy 
McPartland, and has since lived in the U.S., 
enhances her reputation for being with Mary 
Lou Williams one of the probably -two best 
female pianists ever to grace the Jazz scene. 

Throughout this well-chosen collection of 
tunes, she plays with an inventiveness that never 
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flags. No matter whether the numbers are fast 
or slow, Marian is never at a loss for ideas 
which flow in a manner that sustains interest 
to the last moment. And it’s always music that 
is at once tasteful and swinging. 

Bassist Bill Crow and drummer Joe Morello 
(one of the best of the younger American 
percussionists) who play with Marian here 
were with her when she was at New York’s 
Hickory House boite (from which this LP gets 
its title “‘ Marian McPartland At Hickory 
House ’’) and later toured with her. In some 
of the selections she has also a harp and a ’cello. 
They are more ornamental than (from the jazz 
point of view) useful, but don’t really harm the 
proceedings. Recording throughout is up to 
Capitol’s best standard. E.J.

When King Oliver’s Creole Jazz Band was 
disbanded in 1924, its leader went to New 
York, and finding no work outside a few obscure 
recording dates, returned to Chicago to play in 
Dave Peyton’s orchestra at the Plantation. 
Eventually he stayed on with his own orchestra, 
which is the one represented on all these tracks 
except Speakeasy Blues and Aunt Hagar’s Blues. 
These were made in New York when, with no 
band playing regularly, Oliver was beginning 
to feel what it was like to be an exiled King. 
The performances are quite satisfactory, but 
they bear date-lines rather obviously, and—let’s. 
face it—they lack the immense vitality of the 
later Luis Russell band, though still very 
interesting pieces of jazz. Aunt Hagar’s Blues 
gets a nice lazy beat, but Bigard’s tenor is very 
mealy, which contrasts with the very blue 
clarinet of Omer Simeon. Anderson must be 
one of the least recognised of jazz trumpeters. 
He does quite well on these. Higgy is less 
violent than on his later records. 

Too Bad was never a very good tune, and 
even Oliver’s band of stars cannot do much with 
it. Little glimpses of Kid Ory and the reedmen 
help to push it along, but there are many better 
records by considerably less famous musicians 
of the period. Sugar Foot Stomp, on the other 
hand, gives us Joe Oliver playing his famous 
three choruses with the mute, electrically 
recorded and well, with some lovely low-register 
Nicholas as well as some satisfactory high stuff, 
and a grand humorous chorus from Ory. This 
is the best track on the disc. Someday, Sweetheart 
suffers from Bigard’s tenor again, compensated 
for by a beautiful tuba solo which precedes it, 
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and a clarinet chorus from Johnny Dodds, who 
was specially imported for the occasion. The 
ensemble passages are muddy, however, and 
Oliver only gets part of the verse. Snag It is a 
slow, rather unwordly piece in similar mood. 
Again there is some tuba, and a lovely Ory solo. 
Oliver plays the tricky breaks with superb taste 
and technique. 

The remaining sides date from the last few 
days before Oliver left Chicago to take the 
Savoy post in New York. They are pretty fair. 
Omer Simeon is the star turn, and Ory is of 
course his reliable self. Oliver is in better form 
than he showed a little later, and the rest of the 
band jog along quite happily, but in no sense 
sensationally. 

An interesting disc, but I wish Every Tub and 
Showboat Shuffle, from the Willie session, had 
been included. They are superb ; but we must 
be grateful for mercies such as these, which 
cannot be considered small. O.K.

Britain’s finest interpreter of the blues idiom 
according to Bessie Smith, Ottilie Patterson now 
has four new recordings all to herself, ably and 
tastefully supported by the Chris Barber band. 
To say she acquits herself well would be a great 
understatement. In Trouble In Mind and Poor 
Man’s Blues, she infuses a wealth of feeling into 
the lyrics, and, without ever copying Bessie, 
gives all she has learnt from that past-mistress of 
blues singing—as a brilliant pupil, not as a 
sycophantic copyist. Bertha ‘‘ Chippie” Hill 
made Trouble In Mind great; Ottilie presents 
the old song as freshly as did Bertha on the day 
it was first recorded. 

Make Me A Pallet is slightly less convincing ; 
Miss Patterson does it well, but sounds out of 
her depth, strangely, for this is one of the oldest 
blues themes. Sister Kale suffers from being 
hackneyed, and Ottilie doesn’t quite get into 
the feeling of abandon that this number calls for 
{obviously her forte is the moanful blues at 
present, but it is interesting to witness her 
widening her artistic horizons). The band does 
well here, though, and the performance is very 
listenable. O.K.

More than one reader has queried my state- 
ment last month that Don Rendell’s Blow Mr. 
Dexter and From This Moment On were not up to 
the standard of his recordings I reviewed in 
June. One correspondent who seems to know 
more than I do states that, whereas the June- 
mentioned items were just on-the-spot improvisa- 
tions, the later-recorded Blow and Moment were 
both carefully rehearsed and much better. 
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Now, I am not querying any of his statements 
of fact. But if he meant to imply that because a 
small group (as distinct from a large band) had 
carefully rehearsed any items the performances 
must necessarily be better than impromptu 
efforts, that may be a matter of opinion. Anyway, 
it is something I seldom trouble to find out 
about, because to my mind it should not be 
allowed to influence one’s assessment of the 
result. Furthermore, now that I know about it 
as regards the aforementioned Rendell record- 
ings, I still find no reason to alter my opinions 
about them. 


So we come to Mr. Rendell’s latest offerings, 
and without knowing (or caring) whether they 
were “ carefully rehearsed ’’ or just cooked up 
on the spot I am sticking out my nose, un- 
abashed, and saying that in my opinion only 
in parts do they go the full way towards showing 
the Rendell Sextet at its best. Rendell’s own 
medium-paced Little Boy Green is an alluring 
tune and has excellent solo contributions from 
himand Damian Robinson. But the ensemble 
parts seem a little over-studied and restrained. 
Much the same can be said of My Heart Belongs, 
though I readily concede that the treatment it 
gets here goes a long way to allay any suspicions 
anyone may have that this war-time pop could 
hardly be good material for modern swing 
group treatment. 


The Damian Robinson Trio side is another 
matter. Here there are no ifs,.whys or buts. 
Both the lively Sinbad and Robinson’s own 
charming ballad Chelsea Bridge (not to be con- 
fused with the Billy Strayhorn composition of 
the same name, recorded by Duke Ellington on 
now deleted H.M.V. Bg309) are mostly Robin- 
son solos, and he, ably assisted by bassist Ashley 
Kozak and the fine drumming of Derek Hogg 
(note his neatly scintillating playing in Sinbad), 
are examples of the best work of one of our 
newer, but already best, modern jazz pianists.

Still they come, these examples of an 
unrivalled art that may fairly be said to have 
perished utterly with its foremost exponent when 
Bessie Smith died in a car smash on September 
26th, 1937. Space will not permit a detailed 
examination of each title, but the following 
notes may be helpful : 
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Cake Walking Babies was originally rejected. 
It is distant compared with the more forward 
sound of all the others, as it was made at 
Bessie’s first electrically recorded _ session. 
Legend has it that the engineers made Bessie 
sing in a tent, so as not to overload the crude 
microphone, but when the edifice collapsed 
about her it was decided to use other means of 
conveying that mighty voice to wax. Young 
Woman’s Blues is frankly immoral, but wonder- 
fully sung and played. (Joe Smith was a cornet 
player extraordinary, and a superbly sensitive 
blues accompanist.) At The Christmas Ball is 
another original reject, and in the more jaunty 
vein Bessie often favoured. So is Hot Time; it 
is impossible not to be moved by this coruscating 
piece of jazz. Joe Smith plays some more 
wonderful cornet on Lost Your Head; Mudd; 
Water must rank as the best version of this 
palpably insincere pop tune (“ Dey live in ease 
an’ comfort down dere ”—I ask you !), and to 
hear Bessie grappling successfully with Irving 
Berlin’s first big success, Alexander, is a joy. The 
Handy blues is the definitive vocal version, sung 
as no doubt the composer heard it sung in 1903 
when he was inspired to commit it to 
manuscript ; and One And Two is another 
top-notcher with more Joe Smith. 


Money Blues departs from the conventional 
twelve-bar pattern, and rocks along majestically, 
and After You’ve Gone is sung as if written for the 
singer. It makes Sophie Tucker and Marion 
Harris, who popularised the song long before 
this disc was made, look very half-hearted. 

Altogether a grand issue. We shall soon have 
all the Bessie Smith records ever made at this 
rate. What a lovely thought ! O.K.

On MONDAY, September 14th, 1934, Mr. H. J. Leak left his employment as a sound-film engineer and founded 


our company. The beginning was modest. The aim of the founder was to earn a living in the way which appeared 
to hold the best promise of a happy life ; by making sound-reproducing equipment better, if possible, than anyone 
else. To-day, twenty-one years later, the objective is exactly the same and is approached with the same enthusiasm, 
but the circumstances have vastly altered. The company is known throughout the world, and owns a fine post-war 
factory and office buildings, designed for the most efficient production of audio products, with ample spare land for 
periodic expansion. The company’s steady growth has been achieved without any surrender of independence, for the 
final direction and control, both engineering and commercial, remains with the founder, who is assisted and advised 
by an efficient and enthusiastic nucleus of executives each having fourteen or more years of service. 


During the first eleven years of the company’s life the main products were audio amplifiers of many types, the 
company remaining somewhat anonymous because these amplifiers, though they were of Leak design, were supplied 
to large organisations for sale under their own names, or to government departments. Wider recognition came in 
1945 when, as the result of war-time research in our laboratories, we were able to offer audio amplifiers with a 
distortion content as low as 0.1%. A survey of engineering literature will confirm that we were the first manufacturers 
in the world to design and market amplifiers with such a small distortion content, and the magnitude of this advance 
can be gauged when it is remembered that the then accepted standard for laboratory amplifiers was 2°, distortion. 


Our figure of 0.1% was received with incredulity, but it was subsequently confirmed by the National Physical 
Laboratory, and this criterion is still an accepted world-wide standard. 


With this clear lead on low-distortion amplifiers we were able to build up an export market much greater than the 
domestic one, and the increased volume of manufacture resulted in lower prices which, in turn, brought real high- 
fidelity amplifiers within the reach of the music-lover at home. We also further popularised high-fidelity by lecturing 
throughout the country and giving demonstrations of comparisons between live and recorded voices and music. 
During all these years we have carried out constant research and development on transducers, and our first moving- 
coil pickup (1948) was widely greeted as a distinct advance over the available magnetic and crystal types. This 
pickup is still in use all over the world in many recording studios for dubbing and play-back work. Our latest 
“Dynamic ”’ pickup is a development of the earlier model and has found a ready market throughout the world 
among those who demand the highest quality of record reproduction. 


Until very recently all our work on loudspeakers had not enabled us to offer products markedly superior and cheaper 
than those obtainable elsewhere, and we therefore refrained from entering this market. However, final designs are 
in the process of tooling, and within the next few months we shall market loudspeaker transducers giving very Obvious 
improvements in listening quality. These loudspeaker motors will initially comprise a 15 in. moving-coil bass 
reproducer employing novel constructions and materials, resulting in an enhanced steady state and transient 
performance as compared with conventional loudspeakers. There will also be a balanced-push-pull electrostatic 
loudspeaker having astonishingly low harmonic and transient distortions. In combination these motors give an 
advance in listening quality comparable with the advance made by the advent of the Rice-Kellogg moving-coil 
loudspeaker in 1925, and with the advance made by our introduction of low-distortion amplifiers ten years ago. 


Within a month or so details of the Leak ‘‘ Trough-Line’’ FM tuner will be announced. Most of the conventional 
bases of present-day FM tuners have been abandoned for solutions resting on firmer engineering grounds, and many 
features of the tuner may well become standard practices of the future, just as happened with the original “‘ Point 
One ”’ amplifier. 


Our grateful thanks are due to very many people. To our suppliers for giving us the high-quality materials and 
finishes on which we insist ; to our agents and dealers overseas and at home for their service to our customers and 
ourselves ; and to our customers for their support and recommendation—the basis on which the company has 
grown. Finally, a special word of thanks to fellow engineers for the knowledge which they spread by the written 
and spoken word. 


It has been an exciting and happy twenty-one years. The founder, who is in his forties, is the oldest executive, so 
we are still a young company in outlook, with the enthusiasm of youth tempered by the experience of survival and 
achievement. We therefore look forward exuberantly to the future, and we hope that you will share with us the 
pleasures resulting from the undoubted advances yet to come in the art and science of sound reproduction.

Marsala’s, and while in the middle and 
(occasionally) lower register he is satisfactory 
without being sensational. The rhythm section 
is adequate but not enormously invigorating. 
It is Muggsy himself who provides the most 
entertaining jazz, with his unbelievably lovely 
low register work with open horn, and the 
endless variations he works on Careless Love, the 
only track on which he uses a mute. The length 
of this is a bit much ; apart from Muggsy, no 
one has much to say, and the presence of three 
matrix numbers for one number on the record- 
ing sheets suggests that it may have been inten- 
ded for a 78 release—or two. There is no 
break in the performance, though. 

When My Dream Boat Comes Home is a 1937 
slop ballad that, surprisingly, lends itself very 
well to the hearty treatment these lads give it, 
and so, though less so, does the Irish ballad that 
follows it. Judy, which enjoyed a moderate 
success in 1934 as a popular number, doesn’t 
seem to get there, although Muggsy is great ; 
and his own composition is bright and incon- 
sequential. The Swing fill-up after Careless Love 
is played with exuberance and skill; how 
different from the fumbling, ham-fistedness of 
certain less experienced bands ! 

These tracks do not quite measure up to the 
historic Ragtime Band discs on H.M.V. 
sixteen years ago, but they are well worth having 
for Spanier’s superb contributions. K.

These examples of Ralph Sutton’s undoubted 
mastery of the Fats Waller jazz idiom are 
mostly up-tempo.

One of the more worth while results of the 
innumerable foragings there have been for 
forgotten, but happily not gone, records for 
reissue on LPs. 

There was a period when Teddy Wilson went 
out of fashion. Jazz enthusiasts of the time 
failed to appreciate his refined approach. They 
liked their music hard-beaten-out. Fortunately 
later years have produced at least a minority 
with more discernment. 

But captivating as Wilson is, he is not the 
star of this record. That honour goes to Billie 
Holiday, one of the greatest jazz singers then 
(although she was only twenty) as she is now. 
Billie had a more negroid voice and a less open 
mode of delivery than she has now, and this 
is still not to everyone’s taste. But what 
cannot fail to appeal to all are her innate sense 
of style and her sincerity. It is this rare combina- 
tion that enables her to make great jazz out of 
even the less meritorious popular songs, though 
fortunately there are few of those here, most of 
the songs being worthy of the art of Billie 
Holiday. 

The groups Teddy Wilson formed to back 
himself and Miss Holiday consist of some of the 
greatest names to be found in the directory of 
jazz instrumentalists, and only of few of them 
must it be said that they do not add to the appeal 
of this record. Indeed the only thing to be said 
against it is that the surfaces of some of the 
masters have deteriorated rather noticeably in 
storage. E.J.

This brings us from Teddy Wilson with Billie 
Holiday in the mid-1930’s to Wilson on (except 
for unassuming and for the most part un- 
obtrusive bass and drums) his own almost a 
couple of decades later. 

The approach is at times different to the 
extent that Wilson opens some of the numbers 
with an ad lib chorus before going into tempo ; 
also he plays with a greater vigour, which 
appears to come from the greater confidence 
time and experience has given him. But 
otherwise it is all Wilson much as of yore— 
music decorated with the familiar Wilson runs 
and other embellishments that were at once 
the joy of his admirers and the annoyance of 
those who liked him less, but always academic- 
ally impeccable, always tasteful and always

The Radio Exhibition 

As is usual for this time of the year, the radio 
and gramophone industry at the moment are all 
agog with preparations for the Earls Court 
Exhibition which begins on August 24th and 
ends on September grd. But there is one 
difference this year as compared with previous 
years: most manufacturers are remarkably late 
in giving advance information to the Press. 

One wonders whether each of them is keeping 
some surprise until the very last moment ! 

Of course, one can safely prophesy that the 
two most prominent features of the show will be 
television sets for J.T.A. as well as B.B.C., and 
receivers with a V.H.F. band to cover the new 
frequency modulation broadcasts. We had a 
foretaste of the former and just a whiff of the 
latter last year. 


V.H.F. Broadcasts 


The thing that has surprised me more than 
anything else during the past few months has 
been to receive notices of new models of 
receivers and radiograms which have no 
provision for receiving these F.M. broadcasts. 

Let it be stated at once, therefore, and 
without any beating about the bush, that any 
radio receiver without provision for F.M. in the 
87-97 megacycle band is obsolete in the London 
area and obsolescent elsewhere. 

So the first rule for buyers, which should not 
be broken at any price, is: Insist on having a 
V.H.F. (F.M.) band. 

The second is: Make sure before you buy 
that there is no frequency drift in that band. 
You can only do this by extended trial. Some 
tuners will drift slightly during the first few 
minutes after switching on; that does not 
matter very much, though it is better to have 
one of those, and there are a few, that tune in 
accurately within two or three seconds; and 
one or two that I have seen can be tuned in 
overnight and are “ spot-on ’’ when switched 
on again the following morning. 

Incidentally, please do not write and ask me 
‘if so-and-so is of that type. Amidst all the 
multitude of different makes, the probability is 
that I shall not know; and in any case it is 
much, very much, better that you should insist 
on testing the point for yourself before being 
committed to buy. 

The third point to notice is that though a 
magic eye tuning indicator is not strictly 
necessary with one oc! these better-type F.M. 
receivers, because the “ spot-on ” tuning points 
can be marked once and for all, it is always a 
desirable addition. 

Lastly, be on the look-out for background 
noise. There should be none at all on a direct 
studio transmission (“‘ Music While You 
Work ”’ is often a useful test piece). But faulty 
resistors in the anode or grid circuits can easily 
create it. That is why the best tape recorders 
invariably use high stability resistors in the 
early stages. 

Again, if you have taken the trouble to buy 
a good receiver, please, oh please, do not skimp 
your aerial and earthing arrangements. Only 
the best is good enough here. Whenever I am 
called in to trace a persistent noisiness in a 
receiver, I find it more often than not in a 
neglected aerial or earth, and in most of the 
other cases in a faulty contact somewhere or 
other. So, if you do make a trip to the Radio 
Exhibition, make a point of spending a few 
minutes at the stand of one of the firms who 
specialise in aerials (Belling Lee, Antiference, 
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Wolsey, etc.) and ask for advice for your own 
particular circumstances, whether for radio or 
television. Incidentally, I have never known 
a faulty installation being erected by a respon- 
sible firm such as Imhof’s, and I have recom- 
mended them to many readers and friends. 


Tape Recorders 

This year we are sure to see a significant 
development in the use of tape recorders. 
Apart from the H.M.V. Stereosonic tapes, 
which of course will be on show, Wearite & 
Simon will be exhibiting their new ranges, and 
there will be one or two newcomers, including 
the “ Elizabethan’’ (which, however, is no 
newcomer to our advertisement columns) and 
the new Collaro three-speed Tape Transcriptor, 
about which I have written before. I wonder 
how many instruments will be available in 
conjunction with radiograms ? Very few, I 
expect, because although tape recorders are 
not subject to purchase tax, a combined instru- 
ment would be: it is therefore considerably 
cheaper to have a separate recorder. Some 
manufacturers may partially avoid this absurdity 
by making full provision in the amplifier but 
leaving a space in their radiogram cabinet 
where a tape deck can later be installed. 


Amplifiers 

This year, of course, all amplifiers will be 
described as High Fidelity, whatever their 
performance may be. Many of them will be. 
There is certainly a significant and rapidly 
growing trend towards a greatly improved 
standard. But do not expect a multum in parvo. 
As a first (and only a first) test look at the size 
of the output transformer: if it is less than 
about a 3 in. cube, be wary. On the other hand, 
do not be misled by the idea that Hi-Fi is 
recessarily Hi-Pri. The new WBr2 amplifier, 
for instance, will take its place with the W/B 
HF series of speakers as a significant contribu- 
tion to quality reproduction at a popular price. 
I hear hints (but have not as yet been supplied 
with any details) of others where it is claimed 
that high quality and comparatively low price 
will go hand in hand. The Mullard and Osram 
amplifiers of a year ago have certainly had a very 
salutary effect on the market. Much as [ 
esteem the “ superlative’’, and am ready to 
point it out as an ideal whenever I come across 
it, I strongly believe that the paramount need 
of the day is the “ good” at a popular price. 
Though I have referred to it before, I make no 
apology in calling attention, once again, to the 
danger expressed ir the Jtalian proverb, 
‘“*'The best is the enemy of the good’’. In 
particular, it is much, very much, better to 
limit the frequency response to the range 
50-10,000 c/s, unless there is a very low degree 
of harmonic and intermodulation distortion in 
the apparatus as a whole: the ear will not 
recognise 1 per cent distortion if the response is 
limited to 10,000 c/s but will recognise 0.7 per 
cent if the response :; taken up to 15,000 c/s. 


Loudspeakers 

So far I have heard of only one new model 
to be introduced at the show. That will be the 
Axiom 80 on the Goodman stand, and is not 
really new since it has been available on special 
order for a long time. In construction it 
resembles the Sound Sales Unit, having a cone- 
centring device at the outside edge as well as 
at the coil. This seems to give the unit a par- 
ticularly long, smooth response in the middle 
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register. A number of people of my acquaint. 
ance have used it as their standard H.F. unit; 
my own hunch is that it will really earn its spurs 
as the middle register speaker in a three-unit 
system. 

We have been hearing a good deal recently, 
by the way, of the special and really remarkably 
successful demonstrations that have been given 
this year to Gramophone and Music Societies 
by Goodmans. The Demonstration Team has 
been sent at no cost to the societies and the 
equipment used has been transported in a 
vehicle specially equipped for the purpose, so 
that the same high fidelity standard could be 
maintained throughout the country. Should 
any other Gramophone Society like a visit from 
the Demonstration Team an application to 
Goodmans Industries Ltd. will no doubt be 
successful. 


Pickups 

An entirely new series of crystal pickup 
cartridges is announced by Cosmocord and will 
be known as the High Definition G.P.59 se. ies, 
The G.P.59/1 is a medium output, wide 
frequency range unit and the G.P.59/3 a high 
output turnover cart: idge for low gain amplifiers, 
I have known for a long time of the laboratory 
existence of these units and am glad that the 
production problems relating to consistency and 
reliability have been solved even for the 
improved performance which these cartridges 
will give. It is not difficult in these days to make 
a pickup with superlative performance in 
laboratory conditions. It is quite otherwise to 
repeat it in thousands at a cheap price. So J am 
looking forward to having samples of these new 
units for test. 

The only other new pickup that I know of at 
present is a magnetic, variable reluctance type 
designed on a quite novel principle. But I 
understand that it will not be ready for demon- 
stration at the show. 

There will, however, be one other novelty 
relating to pickups that everyone should make a 
point of seeing. That is the demonstration by 
Sapphire Bearings Ltd. of their new Flame- 
fashioned Stylus. You will be able to see this 
both through a Zeiss Opton Microscope and on 
the most modern Shadowgraph. The new 
technique of flame-fashioning is claimed to 
avoid the risk of damage to records during the 
first few playings of a stylus, caused by minute 
particles of the abrasive material adhering to 
the stylus during the grinding to exact shape. 


A Hall of Sound 


To give everyone an opportunity to hear the 
latest developments in recorded music, H.M.V. 
have built and equipped a “ Hall of Sound” 
in the Brasserie, where presentations of ‘‘ The 
Romance of Recording ”’ will be given each 
day of the Show. 

They will feature the progress in recording 
and record manufacture over the years, start- 
ing with the pioneer work of Berliner at the 
beginning of the century and culminating in 
the wonderful “‘ Stereosonic’? system about 
which I wrote some months ago. 

You must try to hear this : and I say “ try” 
advisedly, for there is sure to be an overwhelming 
demand for tickets. These are obtainable at 
the entrance to the Brasserie or on Stand 49. 

Have a good look, also, at the tape players 
(Models 3031, 3032 and 3033) on Stand 48. 
They are likely to have a powerful influence on 
future design. 


Round and About 


Many firms who are well known to our 
readers as pioneers of high fidelity reproduction 
will unfortunately not be giving demonstrations 
at the Radio Exhibition. Guy Fountain (of 
Tannoy) told me the other day that his Order 
Book, and particularly for export, is over-full! 
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*‘g” is the symbol for acceleration which, to the technical, is 
defined as the differential of velocity with respect to time. 
More simply this means the rate of change of speed. 



































When “g” is too great, damage will be done. A locomotive 
ni leaves the rails when it takes a curve too fast. At only 6 “g”, a 
ANS pilot blacks out when he pulls out of a dive; at 20 “g”’, which 
is very much more than any plane can possibly encounter, the plane 

would disintegrate. 


The stylus tip of'a pick-up is subjected to the same acceleration but 
to an infinitely greater extent. The undulations of a record groove 
cause the stylus to vibrate as much as 10,000 times per second or more. 

It moves to one side of the groove, stops, moves to the other, stops again

Grundig will be absent, too, but are staging a 
special demonstration of their new High Fidelity 
Radiogram at the Festival Hall later and have 
asked me to actascompére. This seems to have 
provision for everything : records, tape, radio 
in all bands (including, of course, F.M.), 
separate bass and treble controls, and a four- 
unit loudspeaker system. All these are brought 
into operation by press buttons. 

I have also been hearing a new Two-piece 
Record Player recently produced by Expert 
Gramophones. They call it their Junior Player. 
The first unit (price £15 plus £6 P.T.) consists 
of a playing desk with Garrard Model T motor 
and interchangeable crystal pickup heads. The 
second is a pedestal cabinet fitted with a high 
quality amplifier and a 12 in. speaker unit. This 
is priced at £45 with no P.T. The playing desk 
is designed to stand on top of the cabinet, the 
two then forming one neat, compact piece of 
furniture ; but it can also be used by the side 
of your chair with the pedestal speaker and 
amplifier cabinet at the other side of the room: 
a neat device this, which also has the advantage 
of avoiding a certain amount of purchase tax. 

Another amplifier equipment which is making 
a name for itself in the south of England hails 
from Southampton. It is known as the Cape 25 
and is made by Cape Electrophonics. Its 
performance has been rigorously tested at 
Southampton University College, which guar- 
antees it to be of a very high order. I understand 
that a de luxe version is now being made with a 
comprehensive pre-amplifier. This will be in the 
n plus ultra class. A smaller and less expensive 
amplifier is also being designed which will give 
adequate output power for home use (12-15 
watts), but will not have so comprehensive a 
pre-amplifier. 

Another amplifier, again, of which I have 
been given particulars is to be known as the 
Selmer Truvoice 912. Jt is based on the 912 
circuit introduced by G.E.C. for the last Radio 
Exhibition and has both amplifier and pre- 
amplifier on a single chassis. It retails at 
£25 10s. od. 

No doubt there are many more of which I 
have not yet heard. There is a boom in High 
Fidelity equipment and I am sure there will be 
a market for it. One warning, however, I think 
I should give to all buyers: if you buy from 
any but large, well-established firms, insist 
before you buy that you be supplied with a 
complete circuit diagram. I say this because I 
have been asked in recent months to advise 
about servicing equipment, and first class 
equipment at that, bought from small firms 
who have since gone into liquidation. It is apt 
to be a costly business to service strange equip- 
ment if no service manual, or even a circuit 
diagram, is available. 


Personal 


This reminds me that of late I have been 
receiving much correspondence without the 
usual stamped addressed envelope. May I 
therefore repeat that I have had to make a 
strict rule only to reply to letters which contain 
a fully stamped and addressed envelope or (in 
the case of overseas readers) the appropriate 
International Reply Coupon. It is not a 
question of expense, though that is not un- 
important, so much as one of time. In any case, 
it will be understood that T cannot possibly 
undertake, in personal correspondence, to give 
elaborate designs of equipment. 


Dealers, Please Note 

We have received a useful little booklet from 
the well-known wholesalers, Messrs. A. 
Farrell Ltd. of Leeds. It is entitled ‘* Points 
on Pickups ’? and gives details of no fewer than 
sixty types of pickup cartridge that are in use 
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in this country at present, as well as numerous 
pickup arms and adaptors. It is a veritable 
vade mecum for pickup replacement parts for all 
popular units.

NOVICE CORNER 


Record and Pickup Equalisation 

Gramophiles may roughly be divided into 
two classes: those who are concerned to get the 
last ounce, who want to be satisfied that every 
single part of their equipment is theoretically 
correct or compensated, and who will quickly 
change over if some other part becomes available 
which will bring them a tiny bit nearer to their 
standard of perfection ; and those who will not 
bother about the niceties of reproduction so long 
as the major effects of realism are secured without 
any distressing concomitants. The former will 
not mind a squeal so much if they are satisfied 
that it is in the record and is faithfully brought 
out by their equipment ; the latter will want 
their equipment to obliterate all distressing 
effects even at the loss of some tonal quality: in 
general, they will be concerned with what they 
hear and will not miss what they do not hear. 

Roughly speaking again, engineers are in the 
former class, musicians in the latter. 

The ordinary man, I suppose, inclines rather 
to the latter than to the former. I do, myself, 
in these days, though (perhaps unfortunately) 
my training compels me to miss as well as to 
hear. 

Now I make this distinction because it has a 
fundamental bearing on the type of equipment 
one should choose. If one is in the former class 
one should have a completely flexible system : 
not only separate loudspeakers (which are 
desirable, anyway, for quite different reasons 
which I have already explained), but also an 
amplifier which is quickly adaptable to any type 
of record and any type of pickup. This will, 
on the whole, inevitably be a somewhat 
expensive system, though the success achieved 
by the Quad II amplifier and pre-amplifier 
shows that it need not be unduly expensive. 
Most people, I fancy, would like to have this 
system if they could afford it. 

The ordinary man, however, will naturally 
want to know whether he can economise if he is 
content to stick to one type of pickup and not 
to be too finicky in the matter of equalisation for 
every type of record. The answer is that he can, 
and that quite substantially. 

The first step, of course, in coming to a 
decision is to reckon up how much you are able 
to afford and whether you would be ready to 
sacrifice a little quality and thereby be in a 
position to buy more records ; or whether you 
would be content with fewer records provided 
the reproduction is the best that can be. 

One thing, fortunately, can be said to start 
with: provided you choose wisely, the question 
of record wear, and so of life of records, need 
not enter into your choice between the two main 
alternatives. In either case you must be pre- 
pared to spend a minimum amount on a good 
motor and a non-resonant pickup arm. Consid- 
siderable care should be exercised in the pur- 
chase of second-hand equipment, especially as 
many improvements have been made during 
the past three years or so. In particular, to 
avoid “ flutter’ and “‘ wow” and “ rumble’’, 
you must have a good, modern motor with 
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heavy turntable and carefully balanced carrying- 
arm. Avoid the arms which are made of thin 
plastic. I will revert to this subject again later. 

For greatest economy, you will undoubtedly 
decide to have a crystal pickup. There has been 
(and still is in America) a great prejudice against 
crystals for reasons which ceased to apply as 
soon as Cosmocord introduced the cantilever 
type in 1950-51. The best modern designs, 
whetner of Cosmocord or Collaro, have fallen 
little behind the best (and more expensive) 
magnetic types and then only in the matter 
of a little tracing distortion at the inner grooves 
of some records. It may be (I don’t know yet) 
that even this inferiority will have been made 
up in this year’s models. 

Their advantages are four-fold: first, they 
are inexpensive ; second, they have a relatively 
high out-put and so do not require so expensive 
an amplifier; third, they can be designed to 
give a characteristic which approximates to 
** constant velocity ”’ for 78 r.p.m. records and 
“constant amplitude” for LPs, and therefore 
(unless meticulous accuracy is looked for) do 
not call for complicated equalisation circuits ; 
and fourth, they are not susceptible to electro- 
magnetic hum, which is much more difficult to 
deal with than electrostatic hum, to which they 
are rather susceptible. 

If, then, you decide to use a crystal pickup, 
you must ask yourself shall I have a high output 
type to work with, say, the Mullard 5/10 
amplifier (which is cheaper than most others, 
quality for quality), or shall I go in for a type 
with lower output but longer frequency range ? 
To decide this, you must look at the specifica- 
tions and see that the “ input sensitivity ”’ of 
the amplifier is good enough for the specified 
pickup output (after equalisation) for LP 
records. Usually, a sensitivity of not less than 
100 millivolts to give the rated output will be 
required for a pickup of the Collaro Studio “‘P”’ 
or Acos GP59/1 (or HGP39/1) type. If the 
amplifier sensitivity is lower than this (i.e. if a 
higher input is required), then a Studio “O” 
or a GP59/3 should be used. 

y own personal bias is to use the pickups 
of smaller output and an amplifier of 100 mv or 
even 50 mv sensitivity. It has always seemed to 
me that the most satisfactory basis is to keep a 
little amplification in hand. 

On this basis, I should only require five 
positions on my input selector switch, viz.: 
radio, tape, microphone, 78 r.p.m. and LP. I 
should also want a volume control, separate bass 
and treble controls, and a treble filter for old 
records.

Torelli ‘‘ Concerti Grossi, Op. 8”’ 


For nearly fifteen years I have been an 
admirer and collector of the records, books and 
music issued by the Editions de 1’Oiseau-Lyre. 
Due to the enlightened guidance of Mrs. Louise 
B. M. Dyer, the quality of these publications 
has in the past been irreproachable. Precisely 
because of this high standard, any defection 
from it is bound to be more noticeable and more 
saddening than it would be in other circum- 
stances ; hence the remark at the beginning of 
the last paragraph of my review. 

I am quite prepared to believe that Alés, 
Albin, and Gerlin are in the front rank of the 
Parisian musical hierarchy: but when they are 
heard along with Kaufman their stature appears 
to dwindle, and the styles do not blend. 
Kaufman is an American violinist of Rumanian- 
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Jewish origin, and a pupil of Franz Kneisel: 
the other three soloists are French-trained and 
possess a completely different style of playing. 
If I may be permitted yet one more metaphor 
drawn from the race-course (this time motorised) 
I would say that oil and water do not mix. In 
other words, the success or failure of a recording 
is due in large measure to the manner of casting. 

Mrs. Dyer does me less than justice by 
quoting (and in one instance, abbreviating) 
tiny fragments of my review, which, read as a 
whole, is surely pro bono publico rather than 
ad hominem. It is true that I said—in my notes 
for the world premiére of Torelli’s Qp. 8, given 
by the B.B.C. Third Programme in January 
and February, 1954—that “* Torelli is a master 
in his own right ’’. I reserve the right, however, 
to change my mind in the light of any subsequent 
and less stvlistically accurate performance. It is 
said that Sir Thomas Beecham once fell asleep 
during a performance of “‘ The Magic Flute ”’ 
at the Berlin Opera. When he had woken up, 
his host asked him, somewhat reproachfully : 
** But I thought this was your favourite opera, 
Sir Thomas?” “It is’, came the reply, 
“when I conduct it ! ”’

Fearlessness and erudition should be the 
principle of all forms of criticism. Denis Stevens 
giving vent, quite justifiably in my opinion, to 
his feelings on the embarrassing imbecility of 
some of the cover notes for Torelli’s Op. 8, 
creditably expressed both these qualities in an 
array which, if a little too highly coloured for 
a few dire detractors, should, at last, help prune 
the hypertrophic multisyllabism, the tangled 
expositions of presumption and fatuity, too 
often found striving to “enlighten”? us on 
record sleeves. 

When the necessity of placing considered 
opinions forth demands action I am sure that 
a velvet glove holding down the soft pedal will 
never be the pusillanimous policy of THE 
GRAMOPHONE and its forthright reviewers.

78 R.P.M. Recordings 


The case against the LP record would appear 
to be negligible even non-existent, to judge 
from the correspondence which appeared in 
the August issue of THE GRAMOPHONE. Each 
writer has a different reason for objecting to the 
LP, but I would humbly suggest that each of 
the arguments used, though valid enough in 
itself is quite beside the point, and bears no 
relation to the condemnation of the LP. 

Mr. Coxon states that many people must rely 
on 78s because they “‘ simply cannot afford to 
scrap a large library of records built up over 
the years’. Fair enough, but is this any reason 
for denying themselves LPs as future additions 
to their collections ? The additional outlay 


involved in adapting one’s equipment is 
relatively small, and the advantages are 
tremendous. 


Mr. Margiotta, who adopts a slightly more 
vehement tone, seems to me to be farther still 
from the point. I quite agree with his assertion 
that the standard of vocal performances has, 
on the whole, declined, but surely he doesn’t 
blame the LP for this. This cannot in any way 
be due to a change of speed or a different 
method of recording. One or two LP recordings 
of vocal music have, though, proved that 
excellent performances can still be found, e.g. 
the delightful ‘“‘ Die Fledermaus ”’, which I am 
quite sure will be treasured by future generations 
as much as Mr. Margiotta treasures nis “ Don 
Pasquale ”’. 

Mr. Thompson doesn’t, apparently object to 
the LP as strongly, but dislikes the recital 
record, and condemns the practice of piecing 
a number of arias etc. on to one disc. This is 
quite justifiable, for, with very few exceptions 
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(the Vienna Philharmonic ‘‘ New Year 
Concerts”? are notable examples) this type of 
record has been a dismal failure, and I hope 
and expect that it will die a natural death, 
with the advent of the 45 r.p.m. disc. His feais 
that LPs are used merely as background music, 
are, I think, unfounded, as I cannot imagine 
there being many people who can afford such 
expensive recreation. 

I have been a collector for many years, and 
when LP arrived, I disposed of a great deal of 
my library, saving only the performances 
which I held in high esteem and which can 
never be replaced. I have never regretted this, 
as, though the quality of vocal artists may have 
declined, I consider that orchestral works, 
symphonies, concertos etc., are receiving better 
performances and recordings than ever before. 
I urge anyone who has not yet sampled LP 
to do so right away, and I give cordial thanks 
that this new form of recording should have 
given us a far greater range of entertainment 
than was previously available. 

It is possible that LP may soon give way to 
yet another medium—the magnetic tape, in 
which case I suppose we shall have to start all 
over again. I nope this will not be the case— 
not yet, anyway !

Record Repertoire 


Mr. Alec Robertson’s remarks in your 
August, 1955, Editorial moved me to look up 
p. 197 of your issue of April, 1950, and its sequel 
in November, 1950. 

Of the seven works of the Mabaraja of 
Mysore’s Musical Foundation then listed as 
already recorded, only three are yet available 
on LP records, so far as I can trace. What has 
happened to the others? And what of the 
many interesting works which were the subject 
of your two competitions ? 

How can we and the Recording Companies 
be so complacent ? We are still awaiting a 
complete recording of Chopin’s Mazurkas 
and Liszt’s pianoforte works, not to mention 
Mendelssohn’s. We have no LP recordings at 
all of the pianoforte works of Liapounov, 
Liadov, Rebikov or the greatest of all the 
Russian masters of that medium, Scriabin. The 
fortieth anniversary of his death last April 
passed without even comment in the record 
world. 

Then what of Field and Alkan ? Much of 
Rachmaninov remains unrecorded. And, 
coming home, when are we going to have 
Vaughan-Williams’ “ Pilgrim’s Progress’”’ ? 
The omission of this masterpiece is scandalous. 
And I find it hard to believe that the operas of 
Delius, ‘‘ The Immortal Hour’’, and A.P. 
Herbert’s arrangement of Offenbach’s “* Helen ”’ 
would not sell at least as well as some of the 
obscure foreign operas we have had recently.

May I heartily endorse Alec Robertson’s 
request in ‘‘ Record Repertoire ”’ in the August 
issue for more recordings of the music 
of Holst, who with Arnold Bax is so gravely 
under-recorded when compared with Vaughan 
Williams. 

Apart from the more popular works such as 
“The Plancts’’ and the “ Perfect Fool ’’, we 
hear little or next to nothing of the later Holst— 
the Choral Symphony or the Double Concerto 
as well as his masterpiece “‘ Egdon Heath ’’—a 
Holst who at times shows parallels to later 
Stravinsky. 

“The Hymn of Jesus’’ is now deleted and 
so far has not reappeared on LP, and none of 
Holst’s earlier works, ‘*‘ Beni Mora’”’ for 
example (which Vaughan Williams has called an 
oriental “‘ tour de force’’) as well as the Rig 
Veda Hymns are well worth a recording. 

Now that we are having more Britten, let 
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us have more Holst, Bax and Ireland to build 

up a more representative record repertoire of 

British music since the turn of the century, 
Mundesley, Norfolk.

Sir Arnold Bax 


While heartily welcoming the new Bay 
Society, I feel Bax is not the only great English 
composer who is suffering unjust neglect. 

I am sure many fellow collectors would 
welcome such works as Moeran’s Symphony and 
Violin Concerto; John Ireland’s “* Mai Dun”, 
Piano Concerto and ‘* These Things Shall Be”. 
and Bantock’s “ Celtic’’ Symphony, to name 
only a few. 

Not only do the companies spend much time 
digging up minor music of the past, as was 
pointed out by Mr. Gillam, we are also given 
many superfluous versions of the more 
popular works. 

Surely the companies could support British 
contemporary music better than they are 
doing, especially as we live in an age when 
British music is at a peak unknown since 
Tudor times.

The neglect of Holst is as complete as the 
neglect of Bax. They are the two greatest 
sufferers. Informed music opinion (usually less 
vocal than the other sort) has often pressed for 
recordings of Holst’s late works—especially 
*Egdon Heath’’—which have had a very 
great influence on contemporary British com- 
posers. Bax has had none. However, this is 
no time for invidious distinctions. I would 
gladly join the Arnold Bax Society if they 
would make it the Bax-Holst Society. Lovers 
of Holst and/or Bax cannot afford to be too 
exclusive ! Any takers ?

Tchaikovsky’s Fifth Symphony 

Apropos of Mr. Johnson’s letter on_ the 
Tchaikovsky Fifth Symphony, Mengelberg is 
the only conductor, apart from Sargent,whom 
I have on record heard making those two 
unsightly cuts in the Finale ; and he took 13 
sides on his Columbia set (L21 76-82). However 
for any conscientious Tchaikovskian, the 
definitive version of the Fifth was that made by 
Koussevitzky, sometime available on DBg493-5. 
He made no cuts in the Finale ;_ indeed the 
development section, frequently cut, sounded 
frighteningly turbulent with the Boston basses 
playing like demons. No one has matched the 
fervour which Koussevitzky put into this 
movement ; the speed it is played at is quite 
startling, and the poignancy in the slow move- 
ment is most moving, with a superb horn solo. 
Nicolas Nabokov described it as “‘ the most 
inspired, the most romantic, the most Tchaikov- 
skian performance ”’ he had ever heard. 

I now come to my second point; may ! 
wholeheartedly support Mr. Silcock in his plea 
for the transfer of 78s to LP. At present the 
Victor company have a special label in the 
U.S.A., on to which many unrivalled perform- 
ances made by renowned artists in the pre-LP 
era have been transferred. The recording of 
Don Giovanni he mentioned was, along with 
The Marriage of Figaro, Cosi, and The Magu 
Flute, reissued by the Victor company and not 
by H.M.V., the latter presumably obtaining 
an American matrix. I wonder where the other 
three operas have got to ? 

Mr. Silcock asks for Bruno Walter reissues, 
but he is still making records aplenty for 
American Columbia. I for one would like to 
see issued here, some of the many LPs made by 
Koussevitzky, in originals or transfers. Beet- 
hoven’s “ Eroica,”’ ‘ Choral,”? Prokofiev’s 5th, 
Sibelius’ and, Tchaikovsky’s 4th and_ 5th 
spring to mind. And amongst those which 
Victor have with praiseworthy far-sightednes 
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transferred to 334, that unsurpassable rendering 
of the Brahms Violin Concerto with Heifetz, or 
that awesome performance of Tchaikovsky’s 
“Romeo and Juliet.’’ In America this latter 
is issued with a double-bass recital by Kousse- 
vitzky himself on the reverse. Then there is 
that disc of Copland’s ‘‘ Appalachian Spring ”’ 
and “‘ El Salon Mexico,’’ which I was heartened 
to see A.P. sighed after. And finally, American 
Columbia reissued on LP all the symphonies 
of Brahms and Beethoven as recorded by 
Weingartner. 

Performances such as these are indispensable 
—we forget that such men as Koussevitzky, 
Weingartner, Walter, Toscanini were alive and 
active in an age when the gramophone was 
unheard of ; their interpretations were steeped 
ina tradition denied to younger men. Kousse- 
vitzky was a virtuoso when the “ Pathétique ”’ 
was first played, Toscanini was in command at 
the premiéres of Puccini operas. We cannot 
afford to jettison these landmarks for tne sake 
of,a specious gloss given to the aberrations of 
many musicians by “ High Fidelity.” Yet 
H.M.V. refuse it would seem to issue any 
Kous :vitzky records. Why in America one 
can buy all the six symphonies of Tchaikovsky 
for just over ten dollars transferred from 78s. 
With Goossens’ “ Little Russian ’’ and Kousse- 
vitzky’s 4th the album is worth treble.

As one who has lived in Russia and studied 
musical conditions there, may I be allowed to 
throw a little light on the cuts made by one or 
two conductors of the finale of Tchaikovsky’s 
fifth symphony ? 

Many years ago, Mengelberg claimed that 
he had seen a Tchaikovsky letter authorising 
these same cuts, and he set a _ temporary 
standard among certain followers. 

But Continual protests were rife in Russia 
and other countries, that no authority existed 
as no letter has come to light amending the 
sore. This practice, followed by Albert 
Coates and others, was publicly renounced in 
Russia eventually as having no justification, 
and the score was left to be read as the 
composer wrote it. 

Therefore, sir, I do consider your critic M.M. 
quite right in his strictures of the recent 
recording. Not only do these drastic cuts 
upset the balance of the movement, but they 
impair its aesthetic significance. I need hardly 
say much indignation is felt in many quarters 
that this misconceived treatment of the finale 
should exist to-day.

May I take the liberty of making one or two 
comments on the interesting letters I read in 
the last issue of THE GRAMOPHONE ? 

To begin with, Mr. Silcock enumerates some 
Bruno Walter recordings which he feels should 
be transferred to LP. I would like to add to 
this list the Leonora No. 3 overture. I acquired 
this 78 set some ten years ago, and I have no 
doubt that it has been withdrawn from the 
catalogue since that time, but should there be 
any chance of resurrecting it at this stage it 
would surely be a justifiable action. 

Mr. R. G. Johnson states that Sir Malcolm 
Sargent makes cuts in the finale of Tchaikovsky’s 
5th Symphony. I, too, have wondered about 
this of late, as he is not the only conductor who 
does this. I somehow cannot feel that the 
composer actually intended part of the develop- 
meni section of this movement to be omitted, 
and I must to some extent reinforce this remark 
by stating that in the 2nd Piano concerto 
Tchaikowsky agreed that the entire work should 
be revised by Siloti, who went to the length of 
cutting out all the middle section (a very lovely 
sectiun, too) of the slow movement thereby,

turning it into the salon piece we now invariably 
hear. Could one really say that alterations 
such as this were in the composer’s mind ? 
He may not, after all, have heard the results 
of all this butchery. 

Now let me plead with Columbia on behalf 
of the late Dinu Lipatti. Dare one hope that 
the B.B.C. have retained the record he made 
for them of the Waldstein sonata? A more 
impressive performance you never heard, and 
I am surprised that the B.B.C. and Columbia 
did not come to some agreement regarding the 
commercial issue of the recording a long time 
ago. There cannot be very much red tape 
standing in the way if Decca were able to 
issue a B.B.C. recording of a song recital by 
Kathleen Ferrier. Columbia, please renew 
your efforts—or perhaps this paragraph comes 
as a complete surprise, like the train standing 
on No. g platform.
